Prote@ion from it! 2 late Impre/ s. iI cam iot a y Wi hether the 
fame Indi Stee have been difpens 'd in any ‘other Places ; 
but it 1s certainly a Precedent, which will admit of great 
Improvements, and I leave it to the Confideration of our 
Connoi(ours in Eledions, whether it might not be of Ufe, 
at thefe Times, to iffue out large Numbers of Pre/s Har- 
rant i in order to alarm the Seafaring ‘Part of the Nation, 
and oblige Them to commute, by terving their Country 
2t home, inftead of Abroad. 

It is therefore poffible that the miniferia/ IVriters may 
have fome Reafon to exult on their Succefs in the Borough- 
Eleétions ; for, confidering how the Cafe ftands, I am ra- 
ther inclined to w onder that the Country Party have been 

able to make any Stand at all in thofe Places; but I mutt 
beg Leave to differ from the/e Gentleme n, if They produce 
fuch Inftances as any Proof that the Senfe of the People is 

on their Sde. This is to be feen beft in the Elefions for 
Knichts of the Shire ; for though there is not one County 
in England, where the fame minifeerial Inflvence does not 
prey rail in fome Degree, (and in feveral, it prevails to a ve- 
ry high Degree ;) yet as the Body of the Inhabitants, in 
every Shire. 1S generally affembled upon thefe Occafions, 
We n nay eafily judge fr rom the Voice of the People what are 
the genuine Sentiments of the People ; and if thofe modef 
Writers, who boaft fo ‘much of their Succefs, will be 
pleafed to look over the Lift of Knights of the Shire, I be- 
lieve They will find at leaft [HrEE To One chofen a- 
gaintt — I might add that the/e Gentlemen, having 
large Properties in their refpective Counties are able to 
purch: fe ft Times the Number of Thofe, who are ge- 
nerally returned from the /itt/e Boroughs. Many of Them 
have been chofen without any - Oppofition, and fome of 

Them in Counties, where thefe perry Corporations abound 
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County of KENT, W hich was carried by a very great, 
and almoft incredible Majority, when We confider the pro. 
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muft particularly mention the late Election for the 
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sug Influence oa the other Side; viz. three Docks, two 
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fcorn to pardon fo flagitious a Crime as Corruption, back’d 
with Perjury ; and We have Reajfon to hope that our Re- 


prefentatives will never repeal the on/y Law, which can fe- 


cure the Freedom of EleGions ; for notwithftanding all the 
vile Artifices, which have been put in Practice to defeat it, 
I cannot help thinking that it hath already had fome Ef- 
fect, and will certainly have a great deal more, if it is put 
vigoroufly in Execution againft the Corraptcrs and the Cor- 
rupted. (am inform’d that there is Evidence actual!y in 
Hand, fufficient to make fome Examples of doth ; and if 
Tho/e, who are thus armed, thould be prevail'’d on to 
fereen /uch Delinquents, ‘They will draw great Part of 
the Guilt on Themfelves, and forfeit all Right to the Fa- 
vour of their honeff Countrymen tor the, future. 

But as the Obfervance of this AG ath already been of 
great Service to fome Gentlemen, aud the Violation of it 
hath deprived others of their natural Right, I hope They 
will both unite in bringing the Ojfenders againft it to con- 
dign Punihhment. One or two Convictions in Vefminfer- 
ffail would create fuch a Precedent, as might eftablith 
this excclicnt Law tor ever, and deter the moft harden- 
ed Agents of Corruption from attempting to break through 
it again. 

Having made thefe Remarks on the Courfe of the F/ec- 
tions, I cannot conclude without taking fome Notice of 
thofe Practices, which too often fucceed the Choice of @ 
new Parliament ; I mean what is commonly, tho’ fome- 
what improperly, call’d WEEDING the Houfe ; for if We 
examine the Ceniuct of our political Gardiners, upon 
thefe Occafions, We fhall find that They frequently root 
up the Fvowers, and plantthe rankeft Weeds in their Room. 
Nlenaces, of this Kind, have been already thrown out 
very liberally againft feveral Members, who are chofen on 
the Country Interef ; and, if I am not mifinformed, fome 
of our moft noted Borough-Fobbers actually retain’d Coun- 
cil, before the Elections began, to defend thefe laudable 
Practices ; fo that Thofe, who are fhut of the Hovfe at 
the Fore-Door, may have a Back Docr opened to Them, 
and prefs ‘hemfelvyes, as it were, into the Service of their 
Country. 

The Freedom of the Houfe of Commons depends fo much 
on the Freedom of Elecions, that a Committee is always ap- 
po:nted for that Pufpofe, at the Beginning of every Par- 
liament ; and without fome Regulation of that Kind, the 
Houfe 
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Houfe might be filled with Members iHegally returned ; 
but this Provifion, like all others, is liable to very great 
Abufes, and there have been fo many Contetts about the 
Richt of Voting, and the Conduct of returning Officers, 
that it aflords a Pretence for a Multitude of Petstions ; 
which puts it in the Power of a Minifer, who may gain 
an abfolute Afcendency in ¢hat Place, to nominate the /t- 
tine Members, and thereby model the Houfe to his own 


Such Practices as thefe have occafioned great Complaints 
in former Times ; and, if we may give Credit to fome Pa- 


qa 


pers lately publithed, or the confident Difcourfes of a cer- 
sam Set of Men, there feems to be a Detign of reviving - 


hem at prefent ; for We have been given to underitand, 
that the Right of hencurary Freemen is to be fet afide, 
wherever their Votes have ferved the Country Party ; par- 
ticularly in the Boroughs of /Varwick, St. Alban’s, Scuth- 
‘mpion and Northampton. At the fame Time, fome nice Di- 
(tinction, perhaps, will be found out toeftablih itin other Pla- 
where it hath been made fubfervient to the oppoftte late- 
; efpecially at Malden and Liverpoole, where it is no- 
rious that the Returns have been abfolutely founded on the 
bencarary Freemen, made for that Purpofe. The 
eis particularly remarkable ; there having 
heen no lefs than “sx Aundred of thofe occaffonal Tools made 
within two or three Years patt, compofed of Cuffom-houfe, 
i. and Salt-Ojficers, militery Gentlemen, both by Sea 
td Land, wnpreferr’d Clereymen, aad veneral Depen- 
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n Oppofition, (w hich could only have i rved to expofe the 
Weaknels of an inconfiderable Party,) but out of a pure 
Zeal and Affection for their worthy Reprefentatives, and 
a moft grateful Senfe of the great and ever-memorable Ser- 
vices, that had been done them by thefe Gentlemen, in 
the late Parliament. 

N. B. No lefs than ten thoufand Horfe were prefent on 
this Occafion.

it is faid the Power of placing and difplacing has been 
abufed. I dare fay it has often; fo has every Power and 
Privilege in this World, in all forts of Hands; and yet 
fuch Powers muft ftill fubfift; and fome of them fubfift 
intire; becaufe the Ufe of them is indifpenfible, even 
where the Abufe of them is great andcertain. Every 
Government that fubfifts muft have a Power of cafhiering 
Military Men, elfe the Military Men will foon cathier 
the Gani iment. 

But how hath this Power been abufed in the prefent 
Reign? Why, the King difcharged tuo Men of Quality 
froin their Regime: its, and gave the fe Regiments to two 
other Men of tull as ereat Qu ality, and (without the leait 
Iifparagement to the former) full as brave, full as able, 
full as gr Men as they. It abundantly juftifies the 
Change, if his Majefty thou ight the latter could ferve him 
better. Who elfe is to judge? And was not the Power, 
and confequently the Choice, entirely in erg' This is 
his Prerogative, that is to fay, ’tis Law, and Part of the 
Conftitution. Ir is an ordinary Exertion of Power, and 
they who call it Garbling the Army, do but abufe then. 


To garble ine Army, is, upon heb Defigns againft the 
State, to difmils worthy Men, Friend to their Country, 
and to employ ‘* their Place pti d Tcols, fit for any 
Defign, ioe ever wicked and ruinous ; and this not in an 
Inflance or two, but by a continual Change, till thefe a-

<< which we were indebted to the Generofity of his ferene 
«¢ Highnefs the Duke of Main, and which ly buried un- 
«¢ der the Ruins of our College. 

But to return to the general Deftruction occafioned by 
this dreadful Earthquake. A City bombarded for many 
Months together could not aiford fo melancholy a Spe¢ta- 
cle. The Walls of the City and of the Palace, the Pala- 
ces of the feveral Princes, the Publick Edifices, and, in 
fhort, all the Houfes of private Perfons, are either whol- 
ly, or in Part, demolifhed. “The Emperor’s Palace, the 
moft folid Building in all Ching, has even received inex- 
oreflible Damage. 

‘The fine Pleafure-houfe, built by the prefent Emperor 
at Pucn-mirg-yuen, near that which his Father, the Empe- 
ror Canzhi, built at Tchang-chun-yuen, is reduced to fo pi- 


tiful a State, that it will require immence Sums to repair 
j p] 


it. As tor the Palace of Tchang-chun-yuen, hardly the 
/:ppearance of an Edifice is difcoverable in its Ruins. In 
the Village ct Heaities, near which thefe two Palaces were 
fituate, and in which are counted an Hundred Thoufand 
Souls, above twenty Thoufand Perfons were crufhed and 
buried under the Ruins. The Palaces of many Prin ets, 


which were built in the Neighbourhood of thefe two Plea- 
fure-houfes, are almoft all funk into Ruins. 

At the Inftant this horrid fhock happened, the Empe- 
ro: was taking his Pleafure in a Barge, on a Canal which 
traverfes the Garden of his Palace. He immediately pro- 
{trated himfelf to the Ground, lifting up his Hands and 
Fyes towards Heaven : And foon after publithed an Edict, 
in which he accufes himfelf of having called down the Ven- 
geance of Heaven, for a Punifhment of his Sins, and his 
Want of due Vigilance in the Adminiftration of his Go- 
vernment. 

No Hurt happened to the Perfons of this Prince, his 
Emprefs, his Wives or his Children. He now paffes his 
Nights ina Barge, and his Days on the Banks of a Canal, 
at abouta Quarter of a League Diftance to the Weft of his 
Palace, where a magnificent Tent is ereéted for him, and 

about 
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about fifty or Sixty more, of exquilfite Beauty, round 
ghout it, tor the Ufe of his Emprefs and his Wives. 

His Majefty appears fenfibly afflicted at the Sufferings 
of his People. He has appointed certain Officers to draw 
up an exact Account of the Houfes which have been over- 
thrown by this Earthquake, and to examine particularly 
what Damages every Family has fuftained thereby, in Or- 
der to relieve thofe whofe Wants are moft prefling ; And 
it is not doubted but his Bounty on this Occalion will be 
proportion’d to the Neceflity of it. He has already or- 
dered the Value of twelve Hundred Thoutand Livres to : 
be taken out of his Treafury, tobe diftributed among the 
eight Banners: And what he has commanded to be given 
to the Princes and Grandees of the Empire, who have 
been the greateft Sufferers, amounts to two Hundred 
Ougzae which is about fifteen Millions of French Money.
